3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
MASUDA et al (5,293,283). 

Note especially figures 1 , 2, 13, and 14. MASUDA et al shows a magnetic VCR 
recorder with tape pull-out members (25a,25b) that move from behind the tape in a 
mounted cassette to a tape pull-out completion position where the tape is wrapped onto 
the rotary head drum (14). The recorder includes guide members (27a, 27b) that each 
have a continuous groove (28a,28b) with no gap. The pull-out members each have a 
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boss (21a,21b) in their respective groove. The pull-out members each have a body 
portion (29a, 29b) that is moved on the top surface of the guide members. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The recitations in claims 1, 3, and 6 that the cylinder holding member and the 
guide member are "integrally formed" is read in light of the disclosure to require that the 
entirety of both members is constituted by a single continuous material. 

The recitation in claim 7 that the cylinder holding member, the guide member, 
and the positioning member are "integrally formed" is read in light of the disclosure to 
require that the entirety of all three members is constituted by a single continuous 
material. 

5. Claims 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
